REMARKS 


Claims 1 and 3-10 are all the claims pending in the application. With this Amendment, 
Applicant cancels claims 1 and 3-6, and adds new claim 1 1 . After entry of this Amendment, 
claims 7-1 1 will be pending in the application. 
Claim Rejections 

Claims 1 and 4 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being 
anticipated by U.S. Pat. Pub. No. 2002/0053720 to Boursat et al ("Boursat"), and claim 3 has 
been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over Boursat. Applicant 
has canceled claims 1 , 3 and 4 without prejudice or disclaimer thereby rendering these rejections 
moot. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the indication that claims 7-10 contain allowable 
subject matter and would be patentable if rewritten in independent form including the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicant has rewritten claim 7 as suggested by 
the Examiner, therefore, claim 7 is patentable over the prior art. Claims 8-10, which depend 
from claim 7, should be allowable by virtue of their dependency. 
New Claims 

Canceled claim 4 has been rewritten as new claim 1 1 depending from claim 7. Applicant 
respectfully submits that this claim should be entered since new matter has been added and no 
new search or consideration is required. Claim 1 1 is patentable by virtue of its dependency on 
claim 7.
